Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 21) Order 


The Board of Trade announce that the Limitation of Supplies 

i (Miscellaneous) (No. 21) Order (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 909, price 4d.), 
IN which covers the six months Ist August 1943 to 3lst January 
® 1944 is now onsale. The Home Trade Register will not be revised 
during this restriction period so that all persons whose names 
were on the Register from Ist March 1943 are again to be 


considered as registered persons for the purposes of analysing © 


sales in the Standard Period, which will be as before, the year 
ended 31st May 1940. 

This Order contains a definition of the classes of persons to 
be regarded as jmanufacturers and also provides that where 
persons manufacture goods on commission, i.e., from materials 
belonging to another trader, the value of controlled goods 
produced from such materials does not count against their quota 
but against that of the trader owning the materials. Further, 
whereas in the past individual directions have been sent to 
ant persons who have been deregistered during the restriction 

period requiring them to inform their suppliers of the fact before 
it placing further orders with them, they are now specifically 
obliged to do this by the Order itself. 
The chief provisions for each class are as follows :— 
Class 9b. Lighting Fittings. The quota remains at 5 per cent. 


The prohibition on the supply by manufacturers of certain . 


decorated and metal types is maintained, and the supply of oil 
lamps is still unrestricted. 

Class 9c. Cutlery, Spoons and Forks. The quota for this 
Class has been raised from 10 per cent. to 15 per cent., not more 
than one-half of which may be supplied before lst November 1943. 
Supplies to registered persons remain subject to quota. The 
following articles may be supplied in excess of quota by registered 
persons : 

(a) Razors and safety razor blades and holders. 

(Manufacturers may not supply to unregistered persons a 
‘(grater proportion of their sales of blades to both registered and 
iregistered persons than in the Standard Period.) 
oy) Tin openers, toasting forks, spoons and forks designed 
Specially for use in the preparation of food or drink, and Lanca- 
shire type and similar peelers, being goods comprising more than 
10 per cent. metal by weight, the manufacture of which is 
controlled under the Hollow-ware and Kitchen Hardware 
(Control of Manufacture and Supply) Order, 1942. 

Wooden spoons and forks are now entirely exempt from 
control. 

Class 12. Photographic Goods. 
at 10 per cent. 

Class 13. Toys and Indoor Games. The quota remains at 
1 per cent. and the value of supplies of the cheaper types of 
toys and certain children’s indoor games (not exceeding 5s. 
¢x-manufacturer) may be halved for quota purposes. Controlled 
oe of this Class may be supplied outside quota against official 

ying Certificates on Form T.G.1, issued by the Board of Trade 
and endorsed by a Government Department : these Certificates 
place those hitherto issued under the General Licence (see the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 21st September 1942, page 430), 
(8. R. & O. 1942 No. 1810), which will not be valid after 
3st August. 

Supplies of children’s toy apparel (other than dolls’ clothes) 

Be not restricted by this Order, but after 31st July 1943 the 
Manufacture and supply by manufacturers is prohibited under 
the Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and 

Supply) (No. fs Order, 1943 (see below). 















The quota remains unchanged 





It should be noted that the heading ‘‘ Toys” has now been 
amplified to make the scope of this Class plainer. Traders are 
advised to reconsider the position of articles which have hitherto 
been regarded as uncontrolled, and in cases of doubt they are 
recommended to consult the Board of Trade. 

Minor accessories for billiards and snooker are now exempt 
from control. 

Class 15. Goldsmiths’ and Silversmiths’ Ware, Jewellery and 
Artificial Jewellery. The provisions relating to Class 15 goods 
have been simplified and a single quota of 124 per cent. now 
covers supplies both to registered and unregistered persons 
instead of separate quotas for each. In computing their value 
of contrelled goods supplied during the period of restriction 
manufacturers need not take into account goods of their own 
manufacture as, after 31st July, they are required to obtain 
licences for all goods of this class under the Miscellaneous Goods 
(Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) (No. 4) Order. Traders 
should note that the Board do not regard plain rolled gold collar 
studs and cuff links as controlled, nor any other studs and cuff 
links which do not contain any jewels, imitation jewels or 
precious metal. 

Registered wholesalers may continue to supply standard 
wedding rings without restriction. 

General Licences 

(a) The General Licence providing for ex quota supplies of 
knives, forks and spoons for factory canteens has now been 
re-issued in an amended form (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 965, price 1d.) 
to cover the requirements of canteens on all premises subject 
to inspection under the Factories Act, 1937. 

The following General Licences remain in force during the next 
restriction period without alteration :— 

(6) S. R. & O. 1943, No. 130 as amended by S. R. & O. 1943 
No. 417 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 27th March 1943, 
page 118), which allows ex quota supplies of goods of Class 9b, 
9c and 12 to certain privileged consumers ; 

(c) S. R. & O. 1943 No. 271 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 6th March 1943, page 89), permitting registered persons to 
supply freely scissors for use in the workrooms of industrial 
undertakings or for civil defence purposes ; and 

(d) 8. R. & O. 1943 No, 420 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 27th March 1943, page 118), which allows manufacturers to 
supply goods of Class 9c to exporters, free of quota restrictions. 


Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of 
Manufacture and Supply) Order 


The Miscellaneous Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture: and 
Supply) (No. 4) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 966, price 1d.) 
amends the provisions of the existing Order relating to toys and 
jewellery (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th February 
1943, page 53). 

After 30th September 1943 the supply of toys containing 
more than 10 per cent. by weight of metal by any trader is 
prohibited ; it will be remembered that the manufacture of such 
toys has been prohibited since Ist August 1942. Children’s toy 
apparel (other than dolls’ clothes) is now added to the list of 
prohibited goods. 

The attention of all traders is drawn to the new definition of 
“ toys,” which corresponds to that now inserted in the Limita- 
tion of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 21) Order. Traders are 
advised to reconsider the position of articles which have not 
hitherto been regarded as controlled under the Miscellaneous 
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Goods (Prohibition of Manufacture and Supply) Order, and in 
cases of doubt they are recommended to consult the Board of 
Trade. 

As regards jewellery, the list of permitted goods which, under 
the existing Order can be manufactured freely, is now deleted, 
and after 3lst July the manufacture of all goldsmiths’ or silver- 
smiths’ ware (except barometers, clocks and watches) and of all 
jewellery and artificial jewellery becomes subject to licence, for 
which application should be made to the Board of Trade. Traders 
should note that the Board do not regard plain rolled gold collar 
studs and cuff links as controlled, nor any other studs and cuff 
links which do not contain any jewels, imitation jewels or pre- 
cious metal. 

A definition of “ Standard” wedding rings is given in the 
Order to explain that term wherever it may appear in @ manu- 
facturer’s licence. 


Containers and Straps Order 


The Board of Trade announce that the Containers and Straps 
Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 967, price 3d.) continues the 
control of the Containers and Straps (Leather and Textile) 
Order, 1943 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 20th March 
1943, page 106) for a further six months, i.e., from Ist August 
1943 to 3lst January 1944: the Standard Period will be as 
before, the year ended 3lst May 1940. Registered persons may 
supply 5 per cent. of that year’s supplies during the next six 
months and the value of their supplies of permitted types of 
travel goods may be halved for quota purposes. As before, 
licences for an additional 5 per cent. will be issued to firms 
participating in approved reconcentration schemes. Straps 
may still be supplied freely against a written declaration that 
they are required as component parts of new goods, or for attach- 
ment to imported watches, and textile belts supplied with gar- 
ments are unrestricted. The Order contains a definition of the 
classes of persons to be regarded as manufacturers and also 
provides that where persons manufacture goods on commission, 
i.e., from materials belonging to another trader, the value of the 
controlled goods produced from such materials does not count 
against their quota but against that of the trader owning the 
materials. The new Order covers travel goods, bags and other 
containers suitable for personal or domestic use of whatever 
material they are made (except travel goods of metal or wicker 
and paper carrier bags), and straps, belts, etc., made wholly or 
partly of leather or textile material. It should also be noted that 
controlled goods now include materials shaped for making up 
into such goods. 

The prohibitions on manufacture remain substantially as at 
present, with the following modifications :— 

(a) After 31st August manufacturers may not make up con- 
trolled goods from retail customers’ material nor supply any 
goods so manufactured except under licence. 

(6) The manufacture and supply of Sam Browne belts is now 
prohibited except under licence. 

(c) Shoulder bags, and sponge bags not containing any leather, 
hide or skin are permitted under quota. 

(d) Babies’ safety harness is now exempt from control. 


Control of Tale and Pyrophyllite 


The Control of Tale and Prophyllite (No. 1) Order, 1943 
(8S. R. & O. 1943 No. 960, price 1d.) makes it necessary, except 
for quantities not exceeding 7 lbs., to obtain licences for the 
disposal and acquisition of talc or french chalk, steatite, soap- 
stone and pyrophyllite. Enquiries should be addressed to the

Sports Gear 


The present Sports Gear (Control of Manufacture and Supply) 
Order, 1942, will be replaced by the Sports Gear (Control of 
Manufacture and Supply) (No. 2) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 
No. 908, price 1d.), which takes effect.on lst August. The general 
lines of the existing control remain as before, but the following 
modifications should be noted :— 

(1) In future the official Buying Certificate will be on a stan- 
dard form P.S.1, which will be issued by the Board of Trade and 
endorsed by the Government Departments and approved 
Associations who are entitled to purchase equipment for priority 
sports. Certificates issued for the purposes of the existing Order 
will be valid only until 3lst August 1943. 

(2) A Register of licensed manufacturers of priority sports 
equipment is to be kept by the Board of Trade. Registered 
manufacturers may supply goods of their own manufacture to 
other registered persons without receiving a Buying Certificate, 
but may not supply priority sports equipment, whether of their 
own manufacture or not, to any unregistered person except 
against a Buying Certificate. 
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(3) Persons whose “business comprises amanufacturing, 
wholesale or retail departments and who keep separate records 
for each, may, provided the Board of Trade consent, treat their 
manufacturing department as a, wholly separate business for the 

of this Order. 

(4) The definition of controlled goods has been amentled to 
exclude certain articles of fishing tackle and goal posts and 
corner posts for priority sports.

British Standard Specifications 
HOUSEHOLD PAINT FOR EXTERIOR USE 


The above British Standard, B.S. No. 1124, has just been 
issued by the British Standard Institution at the request of the 
Ministry of Works in order to provide paint for the maintenance 
and protection of private property. Realising that considerable 
damage with a corresponding financial loss would result from 
deterioration of property, the Government has considered it wise, 
in the national interest to make paint available for the purpose 
of preserving property. A limited amount of the necessary 
materials is accordingly being released by the Supply Depart- 
ments concerned for the manufacture of the paint. The paint is 
only for outside use where there has been deterioration due to 
exposure and should be applied only to areas where the existing 
paint film has worn off. The whole of the outside of the 
building should not be painted unless this is absolutely neces- 
sary. The paint will be made in four colours, viz., cream, green, 
brown and chocolate, and will be sold in 1 pt. and 1 qrt. con- 
tainers. It has been necessary to use coal-tar naphtha as the 
solvent and as a result the paint may have a somewhat un- 
pleasant odour. This is an additional reason why it should not 
be used for inside work.

SHRINKAGE ON LAUNDERING OF WOVEN 
COTTON AND LINEN FABRICS 


The British Standards Institution has just issued B.S. 1118—
